The 17-year-old student 
entered the school around 
3:20 p.m., went straight to 
the main office and lashed 
out at two vice-principals 
with his fists. While staff 
was trying to force the stu¬ 
dent out of the building, he 
then assaulted a teacher. 

The student fled the 
building as the school 
called 9-1-1. 

The student was later ar¬ 
rested by police and 
charged with assault, as 
well as a weapons charge.

CTV 
News reported the teacher 
had been punched in the 
mouth and got stitches. 

The student was serving 
a long-term suspension at 
the time and was not 
allowed to be on the prem¬ 
ises. MacKinlay couldn’t 
comment on why the stu¬ 
dent was initially suspend¬ 
ed. 

At least part of the 
incident is believed to have 
been caught by security 
cameras.

A new citizens group says 
the government is catering 
to ATV riders. 

Members of the Nova Sco¬ 
tians Promoting Active 
Transportation on Commu¬ 
nity Trails (NSPACTS) held a 
press conference in Halifax 
yesterday, railing at the 
province’s decision to allow 
ATVs on a trail in Paradise 
in Annapolis County. 

“ATV interests continue 
to have an enormous influ¬ 
ence on this government,” 
said Keith MacCormick, an 
ER physician and member 
of NSPACTS. 


ATVs are disturbing 
homeowners and many rid¬ 
ers are disrespectful and in¬ 
timidating to other users of 
the trails, according to testi¬ 
monials from members of 
NSPACTS. 

“Night riders are scaiy 
and noisy and sometimes 
impaired, having accidents. 
Da 5 hime riders ride through 
the roads and on our side¬ 
walks to get to the trails,” 
said Barbara Bishop, with 
the Paradise Active Healthy 
Living Society. 

Natural Resources Minis¬ 


ter David Morse closed the 
rail-bed trail in Paradise to 
ATV users in December, but 
on Oct. 8th, he welcomed 
them back. 

“Morse’s U-tum on ATV 
use was stunning,” Mc¬ 
Cormick said. 

But Natural Resources 
spokesman Dan Davis said 
they held a meeting with 
residents of Paradise in Sep¬ 
tember and NSPACTS didn’t 
show up. The people who 
were there voted over¬ 
whelmingly to reopen the 
trail to motorized use. 


“We were looking for a 
resolution to the conflict in 
the community,” he said. 
“People were so pleased a 
decision was finally made.” 

It will be at least a couple 
years before they look at it 
again, Davis said, adding 
they don’t support any par¬ 
ticular interest group. 

Bishop said their absence 
was a statement. 

“Had we attended, we 
would have lent legitimacy 
to something we didn’t feel 
was a legitimate process.” 

Plus, just before the meet¬ 
ing the group hired a 
lawyer. She said they don’t 
want to resort to legal ac¬ 
tion, but they’ll do what 
they need to do. 


Boudreau to 
be tried by jury 

BRIDGEWATER Peggy 
Boudreau will be tried by 
judge and juiy in the 
Supreme Court. Her 
lawyer, Paul Scovil, waived 
her right to a preliminary 
inquiry in Bridgewater 
provincial court yesterday. 
Boudreau, who is being 
held in a Dartmouth jail, 
was not present. 

Lawyers will set a date 
for the trial on Dec. 4. 

Boudreau, 34, was 
charged with the first de¬ 
gree murder of her 12- 
year-old daughter Karissa 
in June. The girl’s body 
was discovered Feb. 9 on 
the banks of the Lahave 
River outside Bridgewater. 

Boudreau reported her 
daughter missing on Jan. 
27 and later appealed at a 
news conference for her 
daughter to return home. 
The day she went missing, 
Boudreau said they had ar¬ 
gued and gone for a drive. 

Boudreau said she went 
into the Sobey’s in Bridge- 
water, leaving her daugh¬ 
ter in the car. When she 
returned, Karissa had dis¬ 
appeared, she said.

Office space would have given fuel to economic engine, MacDonald says

The premier slammed 
councirs decision to nix a 
downtown development 
this week, saying it's 
stifling growth at a critical 
time. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald said he wants to 
talk to Mayor Peter Kelly 
and ask council to revisit 
Armour Group’s Waterside 
Centre and let it proceed. 


“There has to be a bal¬ 
ance, but when you have 
someone willing to put 
money into a project and 
to see a project stopped in 
its tracks like this, it disap¬ 
points me,” MacDonald 
said. “We have additional 
pressures on us because of 
what’s happening ... in the 
financial markets, and we 
have an opportunity and 
they’re letting that oppor¬ 
tunity slip by.” 

Armour’s plan was to re¬ 
develop a block of heritage 


buildings on the Halifax 
waterfront by preserving 
the facades of the build¬ 
ings and put a six-storey 
glass office tower on top. 

The premier said the 
province needs more build¬ 
ings and Class A office 
space downtown. 

He said council’s deci¬ 
sion shows Nova Scotia is 


not as open for business as 
it should be, adding Hali¬ 
fax is the province’s eco¬ 
nomic engine and if 
there’s no growth down¬ 
town, that engine can’t 
push forward. 

Mayor Peter Kelly says 
he’s happy to meet with 
the premier. But council’s 
decision stands unless Ar¬ 


mour Group appeals it or 
brings forward another 
project. Armour Group did 
not return phone calls. 

“They can bring forth 
their concerns as they’ve 
done, but at the end of the 
day, council’s legislative 
authority is as it is,” Kelly 
said. 

Kelly said he hopes a 
meeting with the premier 
would open a door to the 
province getting involved 
in a solution to protect the 
heritage buildings.

A few ATV supporters 
crashed a press confer¬ 
ence protesting acceptance 
of the vehicles on Annapo¬ 
lis Gounty trails yesterday. 

James Anderson, of the 
ATV Association of Nova 
Scotia, said he was there as 
a citizen but spoke to re¬ 
porters afterward. 

Nova Scotians Promot¬ 
ing Active Transportation 
on Gommunity Trails 
(NSPAGTS) said ATV riders 
have special pull with the 
government. But Anderson 
said ATV groups don’t get 
any free rides. 

“If you look back to 2005 
when there was sweeping 
legislation, it was very evi¬ 
dent that we certainly had 
no special privileges.” 

There is some merit to 
the NSPAGTS arguments, 
Anderson conceded, but 
they made a mistake by 
not attending a public con¬ 
sultation in Paradise. 

ATVs and walkers can 
share the trails, he said. 
There are some disrespect¬ 
ful drivers, but that goes 
two ways, he added. 

“It is our opinion that 
the trails are for eveiybody 
and no individual commu¬ 
nity should be able to lay 
claim to what is obviously 
a provincial asset,” he said. 

“One of the things we 
have never done is we have 
never suggested anyone be 
excluded. It seems when 
there is talk of exclusion 
it’s usually someone tr 5 dng 
to exclude us.”

Water Streets and put a six- 
storey glass office tower 
on top. 

Bedford Goun. Tim Out- 
hit said he voted against it 
because it’s not the right 
project for the site. 

“We only have a couple 
of blocks of historic area in 
Halifax. This one block 


should be protected with 
something that fits in,” 
said Outhit, who’s also the 
president of NovaKnowl- 
edge. He says there are 
plenty of vacant lots down¬ 
town that could be devel¬ 
oped into office space, and 
room in Bedford and Dart¬ 
mouth for jobs NSBI wants 
to bring to the city.

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Nora Bernard fundraising gets big boost 


A large-scale fundraising 
effort to carry out slain na¬ 
tive rights activist Nora 
Bernard's final wish got a 
shot in the arm. 

An aboriginal group 
from the United Kingdom 
has said it is willing to do¬ 
nate $4,000 to Bernard’s 
family, which is tiying to 


raise $40,000 to keep the 
family home. It was 
Bernard’s wish the home 
be left to her youngest 
child, and only son, Jason. 

“I believe Mom has to be 
working her magic. Her 
spirit has to be pretty 
strong to be reaching all 
the way across to the U.K.,” 


said Natalie Gloade, one of 
Bernard’s five daughters. 
“It’s just proving ... Mom 
wanted Jason to have that 
home.” 

Bernard, who led the 
largest class-action lawsuit 
on behalf of residential 
school survivors, was mur¬ 
dered on Dec. 27. 


Gloade said it would be 
“devastating” to the family 
to lose the home, located 
38 feet from the Millbrook 
First Nation. The family 
found out last Thursday it 
needed to come up with 
the money to settle the es¬ 
tate’s outstanding debts or 
the house would be sold. 


The bills include proper¬ 
ty taxes and a home im¬ 
provement loan, which 
would have been forgiven 
had Bernard lived there an¬ 
other three years. There 
are two bank accounts ac¬ 
cepting donations, a Face- 
book group. Help Save No¬ 
ra Bernard’s home!, set up 


and a fundraiser being 
planned for Friday night. 

Jason said it’s been a 
tough year coming to grips 
with the loss of his beloved 
mother. He’s hopeful the 
fundraiser will be able to 
generate the funds to en¬ 
able the family to fulfill

Poor transit ridership drags province 
down in national transportation study

Nova Scotia’s transporta¬ 
tion system has been rat¬ 
ed second overall in the 
country, but its public 
transportation dragged 
it down from first place. 

The national study by 
the Fraser Institute found 
Nova Scotia had the 
fourth-lowest ridership 
per capita of all the 
provinces. This leads to 
wasted money. 

“Another concern we 
saw was the operating 
costs for riders are quite 
high. In fact they’re the 
(second highest) nation¬ 
wide,” said study co-au¬ 
thor David Hartgen. 

Nova Scotia invests 


about $35 million per 
year in transit and gets 
about half as many riders 
— so it costs the province 
about $2 per trip. 

The national average is 
$1.64. 

By compar¬ 
ison, Ontario 
puts more 
than a bil¬ 
lion dollars 
each year in¬ 
to transit, 
but has a 
better rate 
because 
more people 
use the sys¬ 
tem. 

“We don’t, 
in this re¬ 
port, look into the rea¬ 
sons why transit ridership 
rates are lower or why 


costs are higher than the 
national average. But I 
think these are issues that 
certainly would warrant 
some investigation,” said 
Hartgen. 

On a posi¬ 
tive note, 
Metro Transit 
ridership has 
been steadily 
rising in re¬ 
cent years. 
Jared Grover, 
21, owns a 
car, but says 
he tries to 
take the bus 
more often. 

“I drive my 
car as well, 
but just be¬ 
cause of parking and gas 
the bus is cheaper,” he 
said.

The study averages out 
the budget to find Nova 
Scotia spends $24,600 per 
kilometer of highway each 
year. That’s about 30 per 
cent below the national av¬ 
erage and yet road fatalities 
are also about 30 per cent 
lower than average. 

These statistics do come 
from the province itself, 
which raises some ques¬ 
tions as to accuracy — 
would the average driver 
consider more than four 
per cent of highways to be 
in poor condition? 

The study also only 
looked at the highway sys¬ 
tem and not local, munici¬ 
pal roads. That exempts 
those oft-complained about 
rural roads. But still, as a 
basic look at the system, 
Hartgen says signs are 
good. 

“Overall the data sug¬ 
gests the system is better 
than one might expect,” 
said Hartgen. “It’s actually 
more cost-effective than 
most.”

Black men are more 
involved with families 
than is widely believed, 
but when they are absent, 
other men step in to help 
raise children, says Dr. 
Wanda Thomas Bernard, 
a leading parenting 
expert who speaks to a re¬ 
search conference today. 

“Statistics show that 
black children are more 
likely raised by a single 
mother, but what the 
studies don’t show is how 
the fathers are still in¬ 
volved and contributing to 
their child’s life,” she said 
in a phone interview. 

Physical absence doesn’t 
necessarily mean a father 
is emotionally absent 
from a child’s life, she 
added. 

However, when the fa¬ 
thers aren’t around “oth- 
erfathers” become very 
common. 

“Otherfathers” refers to 
those who fill the gap of 
absent fathers who have 
died, left the family, or

have never been there, 
Bernard said. “Otherfa¬ 
thers is very common in 
terms of history of black 
fathers,” she said. 

She argues black fami¬ 
lies have an extended 
structure as opposed to a 
nuclear structure, which 
includes a father, a moth¬ 
er and children. 

“The role of otherfa¬ 
thers is more significant 
when black newcomers 
come to the country,” said 
Bernard, a professor and 
director of the School of 


Social Work at Dalhousie 
University. “They are go¬ 
ing to find replacements 
for the members of ex¬ 
tended family, like grand¬ 
fathers, uncles or neigh¬ 
bours.” 

She believes descrip¬ 
tions of “black men as be¬ 
ing hypersexual, not re¬ 
sponsible and more likely 
to be involved in crimes” 
are negative stereotypes. 

The 2001 Canadian cen¬ 
sus shows almost half of 
black children 14 and un¬ 
der live with only one par¬ 
ent, compared with about 
one-fifth of children of 
other races living in sin¬ 
gle-parent homes. But 
Bernard suggests the role 
of social policy is the main 
factor leading to absent fa¬ 
thers in a black child’s life. 

“For a black born in this 
country, life is already pre¬ 
scripted,” she said. “Inter¬ 
section of race and class 
has a huge impact on the 
family structure for 

blacks.” TORSTAR NEWS SERVICE 


10-year 
sentence 
upheld 
by court 

CRIME The Nova Scotia 
Court of Appeal has dis¬ 
missed the appeal of a 
man’s 10-year prison term 
after determining the rul¬ 
ing judge didn’t show bias 
or err in sentencing. 

Robert Paul Jones pled 
guilty and was sent to 
prison for drug conspiracy, 
trafficking, living off the 
avails of prostitution, and 
assault. He appealed the 
sentence because it was 
twice as much as another 
person involved in the 
same drug conspiracy, and 
because the sentencing 
judge heard a bail applica¬ 
tion for a third person in¬ 
volved with the drug con¬ 
spiracy 18 months prior to 
the sentencing. 

Three judges heard the 
appeal Sept. 12 in Halifax 
and ruled yesterday 
against both arguments. 
The ruling stated the dif¬ 
ference in sentencing 
lengths was rationale 
based on the criminal 
records of the two individ¬ 
uals, and the fact a judge 
hears a related matter isn’t 
sufficient to disqualify

Gordes of Scotia Gapital saw 
reason for the Bank of 
Ganada to cut the interest 
rate again, as “consumers 
clearly lost their resilience 
even before the peak credit 
crunch hit. This does not 
bode well for the traditional 
Ghristmas retail season.” 

The central bank cut its 
key interest rate on Tues¬ 


day by a quarter point to 
2.25 per cent, and said it 
would likely have to ease 
credit further. The next 
scheduled rate announce¬ 
ment date is Dec. 9.

Party has strong contenders to choose from to replace Dion 



C onventional wis¬ 
dom holds that 
the Liberal Party 
of Canada, post¬ 
election, will sink 
into a long season of de¬ 
spair, division and decline. 
Not so fast. 

It won’t help that the 
proud Stephane Dion — 
who did not deserve the 
character assassination he 
has stoically endured — 
will stay on until a leader¬ 
ship convention. It means 
he will be hit by friendly 
fire as his successors rush 
to distance themselves 
from his leadership and 
his losing policies, such as 
the Green Shift. 

But the good news for 


the Liberals is that they 
have strong contenders, as 
strong as they have had 
since 1968, when they 
chose Pierre Trudeau, or

democracy, see Barack 
Obama. 

This time, the field will 
be broader and deeper 
than in 2006. That’s be¬

Michael Ignatieff, the 
front-runner last time, has 
sat in Parliament since Feb- 
ruaiy 2006. 
As deputy 
leader, he has 
performed 
with style 
and elo¬ 
quence. If the 
rap against 
him was po¬ 
litical inexpe¬ 
rience, it is 
no longer. 

Bob Rae, 
his rival, has 
run and won 
a seat as a 
Liberal. The 
rap against 
him is that he was a New 
Democrat who was an inef¬ 
fective premier of deficit- 
ridden Ontario. He cannot 
erase his past — the Con¬ 
servatives won’t let him — 
but he will run as someone 
who is as effective in oppo¬ 
sition as in power. 


John Manley and Frank 
McKenna, should they run, 
bring the quality of elder 
statesmen, yet are young 
enough to renew the party. 
Both have name recogni¬ 
tion and can raise money. 

All are bilingual, experi¬ 
enced, serious players. 
Stephen Harper, take note. 

The rest of the field? Ger¬ 
ard Kennedy and Martha 
Hall Findlay may run 
again, though other than 
having been elected, nei¬ 
ther appears stronger than 
two years ago. Dominique 
LeBlanc may run, and so 
might Denis Coderre, but 
it’s not a francophone’s 
turn this time. 

Of course, the Liberal 
malaise runs deeper than 
leadership. They need 
money, ideas and reorgani¬ 
zation. Contraiy to popular 
belief, though, this party is 
not over.

Mr. PM: More women needed in cabinet 



“Harper has an

With modest gains in last 
week’s federal election, 
women finally shattered 
the glass ceiling (or is that 
floor?) of 21 per cent set 
during the previous three 
elections. 

But this isn’t exactly a 
breakthrough — our new 
Parliament is still only 22 
per cent female, with 68 
women elected, up from 64 
in 2006. Canada now 
moves from the 51st coun¬ 
try in the world for female 
representation to around 
46th, while counties such 
as Sweden, Argentina, 
Spain, Rwanda and 41 oth¬ 
er countries have more 
women in their national 
parliaments. 

The results were also dis¬ 
appointing considering 
more women than ever 
were running — compris¬ 
ing 29 per cent of all candi¬ 
dates — but weren’t win¬ 
ning. The Liberals ran the 
most women (113), but 
elected just 18, while the 


Conservatives ran just 60 
women, of which 23 were 
elected. The New Democ¬ 
rats ran 104 women and 
elected 12, while the Bloc 
Quebecois ran 75 and elect¬ 
ed 15. Following a familiar 
pattern that we have often 
seen, many women were 
nominated in “un- 
winnable” ridings where 
their parties did poorly in 
the past and where they 
had little chance of suc¬ 
cess. 

Still, the parties did tiy 
harder and we see signs of 
growing awareness among 
the public and the media 


that we need more women 
in elected office. Interest in 
female representation was 
undoubtedly sparked by 
massive media coverage of 
Hillaiy Clinton’s remark¬ 
able, but failed, run to be 
the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nominee in the United 
States, and the Republi¬ 
cans’ choice of Sarah Palin 
as that party’s vice-presi¬ 
dential candidate. 

With 23 women in his 
new caucus. Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper can 
boast the largest contin¬ 
gent of female MPs — a re¬ 
markable feat considering 


his and his Conservative 
party’s past problems in at¬ 
tracting female voters. 
And his women’s caucus 
includes experienced and 
talented women, such as 
Calgary MP Diane Ablonczy 
and newly elected Gail 
Shea from Prince Edward 
Island, whose merits justify 
a strong female contingent 
in his cabinet. 

Harper has an opportuni¬ 
ty to make histoiy — and 
to help compensate for the 
disappointing overall elec¬ 
tion result for women — 
by appointing substantial 
numbers of women to his 
cabinet and into promi¬ 
nent roles and major port¬ 
folios. 

In doing so, he will help 
his own future prospects — 
and give voice and visibili¬ 
ty to half the population.

While slow cooker cookbooks would have you cooking everything in the slow cooker, in my opin¬ 
ion, it is best for braising less tender cuts of meat. So stews, chili, pot roasts and lamb shanks are 
ideal for the slow cooker — and, of course, a deliciously soft-pulled pork sandwich. 


Tender, loving 
slow cooking 

powder, pepper, salt and 
cayenne. Pat evenly over 
pork. Place in slow cooker, 
top with onions and barbe¬ 
cue sauce. Cook, covered 
on LOW for 8 to 10 hours 
or until very tender. 

Transfer pork to a cut¬ 
ting board and cool slight¬ 
ly. Using two forks, shred 
meat, discarding any fat. 
Cool, then cover and re¬ 
frigerate. Put the cooking 
liquid in a tall bowl, cool 
then refrigerate to solidify 
fat. 

Remove fat and transfer 
liquid to a saucepan. Bring 
to a boil and cook to re¬ 
duce and thicken it. (Or 
blend a little cornstarch 
with cold water, whisk in¬ 
to cooking liquid and 
bring to a boil, whisking 
constantly, until thickened 
into a sauce.) Add meat to 
sauce and heat until 
warmed though. Serve on 
buns.

Slow cookers are nice to 
come home to — and the 
ideal appliance for 
braising (cooking low and 
slow in liquid) less tender 
but flavourful cuts of 
meat. A pork shoulder 
roast is a perfect case in 
point — slow cooking ten¬ 
derizes the meat such that 
it shreds easily, aha — 
pulled pork. 

This recipe requires a lit¬ 
tle planning to make it at 
least a day ahead. I often 
let the slow cooker cook it 
overnight, then cool and 
refrigerate it during the 
day. The fat rises to the 
top and hardens when 
chilled, making it easy to 
remove. Serve on onion 
buns with coleslaw. 


Pulled Pork 

An easy meal that is popu¬ 
lar with kids and adults 
alike (and makes great left¬ 
overs). Makes 6 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 lb (1 kg) boneless pork 
shoulder roast, remove 
any excess fat 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) prepared 
mustard 

Dry Rub: 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) each gran¬ 
ulated sugar and paprika 

• 1-1/2 tsp (7 mL) each 
brown sugar, ground 
cumin, chili powder and 
black pepper 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) each salt 
and cayenne 

• 2 onions, halved and 
thinly sliced 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) smoky 
barbecue sauce 

• 6 soft buns 

• Coleslaw 

METHOD: 

Spread mustard over pork. 
Make rub mixture by 
combing sugar, paprika, 
brown sugar, cumin, chili

Ron Sexsmith admits 
he’ll be walking into his 
performance with 
Symphony Nova Scotia 
sort of blindly Friday 
night. 

The Canadian singer- 
songw^riter is playing with 
the orchestra as part of 
Halifax Pop Explosion. 

“I actually really won’t 
know what is going to 
happen until I get out 
there. So, it is a bit stress¬ 
ful” Sexsmith said in a 
phone interview last 
week. “But I think it will 
be nice once we get it all 
happening here.” 

Sexsmith said his road 
manager is working with 
the SNS to determine the 
songs they’ll play togeth¬ 
er. It will likely be about 
five or six, with the rest of 
the concert being Sex¬ 
smith and his touring 
band. 

“The two occasions I’ve 
played with an orchestra 
before, it’s been amazing,” 
he said. “I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to it. I just 
hope there is enough for 


them to do, really.” 

The 44-year-old Sex¬ 
smith is in the middle of a 
whirlwind tour in support 
of his new album. Exit 
Strategy Of The Soul. Sex¬ 
smith has spent the last 
two months touring North 
America, and next week 
begins a six-week stint of 
shows in Europe. 

The new-14 track album 
is an intimate journey of 
soulful music, and in¬ 
cludes Sexsmith on the pi¬ 
ano and the introduction 
of a Cuban horn section. 

“The horns give it that 
vibe,” Sexsmith said. “I 
didn’t really hear that go¬ 
ing in. The initial idea was 
to kind of do something 
stripped down actually, 
and it sort of turned into 
this thing.” 

The track This Is How I 
Know is full of these horn 
sounds. Another notable 
song is Brandy Alexander, 
which he co-wrote with 
fellow Canadian singer- 
songwriter Leslie Feist. 

This is the ninth full- 
length album released by 
Sexsmith, who is from St. 
Catherines, Ont. 

“I can hear the changes 


from record to record,” 
Sexsmith said of his 
growth as a musician. 
“You just try to get better 
all the time.” 

This will be the third 
time Sexsmith has per¬ 
formed as part of Halifax 
Pop Explosion. The week- 
long music festival runs 
through Saturday. 

“The times I’ve been 
there for the Pop Explo¬ 
sion, it’s been a great 
scene,” Sexsmith said.

A STAR IS BORN: No matter 
who wins the U.S. election 
in less than two weeks, it’s 
hard to deny that the per¬ 
son who’ll be remembered 
after the voting is over 
won’t be either Barack 
Obama or John McCain, 
but McCain’s running 
mate, Sarah Palin. 

Palin’s campaign has 
had an electrifying effect 
on Tina Fey’s already hot 
career, so much so that 
there are grumbles that 
her cameo appearances on 
Saturday Night Live as a 
Palin impersonator have 
overshadowed the immi¬ 
nent debut of the new sea¬ 
son of 30 Rock, the show 
that’s supposed to be her 
main gig. 

Alec Baldwin, her 30 
Rock co-star, even made 
his own cameo appear¬ 
ance on Saturday Night 


Live this weekend, the 
episode that saw Palin’s 
two brief appearances pull 
in an astounding 14 mil¬ 
lion viewers, the show’s 
best numbers in 14 years, 
and likely much higher if 
you include the many 
thousands who’ll be 
watching clips of Palin’s 
guest spots 
online. 

In a fea¬ 
ture about 
SNL by the 
Chicago Tri¬ 
bune’s Mau¬ 
reen Ryan, 
cast mem¬ 
ber Seth 
Meyers stat¬ 
ed the obvi¬ 
ous when 
he said that 
“I don’t think we’d have 
the same heat if Mitt Rom¬ 
ney had been picked as the 
vice presidential nomi¬ 
nee.” Strangely, though, 
show creator Lome 
Michaels insisted to Ryan 
that the ratings boost were 
due to the timeliness of 
Fey/Palin’s spots, which 
have turned the show 
back into a live viewing 
event. 


It’s an odd assertion to 
make in light of the viral 
success of the skits online, 
where the upsurge in live 
ratings has been more 
than matched by down¬ 
loads of streaming video 
from NBC’s site and other 
web sources — 13 million 
confirmed downloads 


from NBC’s servers alone 
of Fey’s first appearance as 
Palin this fall, according to 
an Associated Press stoiy, 
in addition to an estimat¬ 
ed 1.2 million delayed 
views on PVRs after the 
airing. 

“It’s not the only sign 
this fall of how the typical 
habits of watching TV,” 
wrote David Bander of AP, 
“making an appointment 


with your easy chair at a 
given time each night — 
are rapidly becoming ob¬ 
solete.” 

In a Newsweek piece last 
weekend, it was even sug¬ 
gested that Palin’s success 
can be tied to shows set in 
the governor’s home state 
of Alaska — programs 
such as Dis- 
coveiy’s Dead¬ 
liest Catch 
and Toughest 
Race On 
Earth: Iditar- 
od, as well as 
History’s 
Tougher In 
Alaska. 

The New 
York Times 
even went so 
far as to damn 
Palin with faint praise, 
lauding her for her “en¬ 
gaging, relaxed” spot on 
SNL, and suggesting that if 
things don’t turn out that 
well on Nov. 4, Palin might 
do a reverse Reagan and 
“someday host her own 
television show.”

Spears' driving case 
tossed in mistrial 


IN COURT A judge Tuesday 
dismissed a charge of driv¬ 
ing without a licence 
against pop star Britney 
Spears, after ju¬ 
rors said they 
could not reach a 
verdict and a 
prosecutor said 
he would not pur¬ 
sue a retrial. 

The charge 
stemmed from an 
August 2007 colli¬ 
sion between 

Spears’ vehicle 



and another car Britney Spears 
in a Los Angeles 
parking lot as photogra¬ 
phers trailed her. 

Prosecutors said Spears 
had lived in California 
since May 2006 and was 
legally required to get a li¬ 
cence from the state. 

Her attorney argued she 
had a licence from her 
home state of Louisiana 
and did not legally need a 
California licence. 

The jurors told Los Ange¬ 
les Superior Court Judge 
James Steele they were 
deadlocked 10-2 in favour 
of acquittal, and the judge 
then declared a mistrial. 


Spears’ attorney, J. 
Michael Flanagan, said she 
got a California licence last 
year, after the August colli¬ 
sion, and that 
prosecutors 
should have 
dropped the case 
after that. 

“If she’s not a 
celebrity, they 
never charge the 
case,” Flanagan 
said. 

A spokesman 
for the Los Ange¬ 
les City Attor¬ 
ney’s Office said 


Spears was not treated any 
differently because of her 
fame. “The juiy has spoken 
and we’ll accept that and 
move on to any number of 
... cases that we’re handling 
on any given day,” said 
Frank Mateljan. 

Spears is working her 
way out of recent troubles 
including a battle with her 
ex-husband for custody of 
their children, bizarre be¬ 
haviour, hospitalization 
for psychiatric evaluation 
and having her father take 
control of her business and 
personal affairs. reuters

TELEVISION Actress Tina Fey 
says it took her a while to 
accept she was almost a 
perfect double for the Republi¬ 
can vice presidential candidate. 
“When I first saw her, I didn’t

Fey told TV Guide in an 
interview released yesterday. 
“Then during the (Republican 
Party) convention, I started to 
think, 'OK, maybe a little.'...

Piquant Pasta and 
Tuna Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 oz (250 g) pasta twists or spi¬ 
rals, such as cavatappi, fusilli or 
rotini 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
1 onion, chopped 

1 garlic clove, chopped 

2 zucchinis, thinly sliced 
2 tsp (10 mL) sugar 

2 tbsp (25 mL) commercially 
prepared red or green pesto 
sauce 

1 tbsp (15 mL) white or red 
wine vinegar 
1 tbsp (15 mL) capers 
6 tomatoes, halved and cut in¬ 
to thin wedges 
1 can (6 oz/170 g) water- 
packed solid white tuna, 
drained and roughly flaked 
6 black olives, pitted and 
halved 

Garnish: Fresh flat-leaf parsley 

METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta according to 
package instructions, until al 
dente. Drain well, rinse with 
cold water, and drain again. 


2. While pasta is cooking, heat 
1 tbsp (15 mL) oil in a 
saucepan. Add onion and gar¬ 
lic, and saute for 3 minutes, 
stirring often. Add remaining 
oil and zucchini and cook, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, for 3 
minutes. 

3. Add sugar, pesto, vinegar 
and capers to onion and zuc¬ 
chini. Heat for a few seconds, 
stirring until ingredients have 
combined to form a dressing. 
Stir in tomatoes, then transfer 
the mixture to large mixing 
bowl and set aside to cool. 

4. Add drained pasta to the 
bowl. Gently mix in tuna and 
olives. Serve garnished with 
flat-leaf parsley leaves, if 
desired.

SUV passengers 
sue Lindsay 


LEGAL Lindsay Lohan is be¬ 
ing sued by three men in 
an SUV she drove during a 
car chase leading to her 
second DUI arrest last year, 
People.com reports. 

The actress was “angiy 
and aggressive” and the 
men “felt surprise, shock, 
fear and panic at Lohan’s 
surprising and sudden act” 
of allegedly commandeer¬ 
ing a car in which they 
happened to be sitting to 
chase her personal assis¬ 
tant through the streets of 
Santa Monica, Calif, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit. 

Lohan’s attorney, Ed 
McPherson, tells TMZ.com 
the lawsuit is “absurd.” 

The plaintiffs — Ronnie 
Blake, Jakon Sutter and 
Dante Nigro — are seeking 
unspecified damages in 


the case, filed in Superior 
Court in Santa Monica. 

Although nobody was 
physically injured, their 
suit describes a wild, trau¬ 
matic ride with Lohan al¬ 
legedly angry and intoxi¬ 
cated as she went after the 
other car following a party. 

“Dante and Jakon contin¬ 
ued to implore Lohan to 
slow down, stating specifi¬ 
cally that she was endan¬ 
gering all of their lives and 
that they could be killed,” 
the lawsuit says. “Lohan re¬ 
fused to slow or stop, but 
instead responded with 
abusive cursing and vulgar 
language, including a 
statement that she did not 
care about the risk of 
death.” 

The lawsuit adds: “She 
also stated that because 


she was a celebrity 
she could do whatev¬ 
er she wants.” 

Following her arrest 
Lohan reached a plea 
deal in the case and 
spent 84 minutes in 
jail for DUI. 

She also was 
sued by the pas¬ 
senger in the car 
she allegedly 
chased.
